INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An 
Indiana 
Senate 
com m ittee 
killed the ratifying resolution 
for the proposed equal rights 
amendment 
to

Constitution but the issue itself 
apparently remains to haunt 
Hoosier lawmakers. 
It was killed by an 8-5 vote in 
the Senate Governmental Af­ 
fairs Committee Thursday aft­ 
ernoon. 
Sen. 
Thomas 
Teague, 
D- 
Anderson, the Senate sponsor of 
the 
House-passed 
resolution, 
saud: “ I really believe it is 
dead in the 1975 session. “But 
the issue is still alive. I know it 
is still alive as far as the 
people are concerned. The issue 
is the most historic we are 
dealing with.” 
Audra Bailey, president of 
the Hoosiers for the Equal 
Rights Amendment, said, “We 
don’t feel it is fair for 13 people 
on the 13th of February to 
make the final decision. We 
expect to go on to fully inform 
senators why we think ERA 
should be ratified.” 
She said a meeting will be 
held next week to plan future 


strategy for eventual ratifica­ 
tion 
of 
the 
proposed 
27th 
amendment 
to 
the 
federal 
Constitution. 
The 
proposed 
amendment 
passed by Congress in 1972 so 
far has been ratified by 34 
states. It must be ratified by 38 
state legislatures to become 
effective and the time limit

is 
Mkrch 
22,1979. 
The resolution was killed by 
the committee after the Repub­ 


lican Senate majority decided it 
did not want to vote on the 
matter. 
The strategy by which the 
ERA resolution was defeated in 
the Senate committee appeared 
to free the 
Republican-con­ 
trolled Senate from going on 
record again against it. 
The resolution had passed the 
House Jan. 27 by a 61-39 vote 
and was sent to the Senate, 
where its chances never were 
good since the Senate in 1973 
had also killed a House-passed 


ERA resolution by a 34-16 vote. 


However, Teague, who es­ 
timated the resolution would 
have been defeated at this time 
—had it gone to the full Senate 
—by “three or four votes,” said

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Reuben Wells, which in 
1868 was the world’s most powerful railroad engine, is 
scheduled for another run Monday and Tuesday. 
But the 55-ton wood-burning locomotive won t be 
operating under its own power. 
The 107-year-old engine and its caboose are on 
perm anent loan from the Penn Central Railroad to the 
Children's Museum of Indianapolis. And on Monday and 
Tuesday the units will be moved around the corner from 
the train shed to the new $5.5 million museum facility 
under construction. 
It’s no easy task. The units will be moved on two 
lowboy trucks donated for the move by Underwood 
Transfer Co. Al Smith, a retired railroad wreckmaster, 
will be on hand to advise on stress points and other 
technical problems.

Turks Forcibly Divide Cyprus 


NICOSIA (UPI) — Greek Cypriot leaders today 
denounced the establishment of a separate Turkish state 
in the northern third of the island and vowed to appeal 
to the U.N. Security Council. 
But Rauf Denktash, leader of the Turkish community, 
said the move was necessary because recent Greek 
proposals for a settlem ent would pin down the island’s 
Turks “ in the position of a minority.”

PSC To Review Fuel Cost Policy 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana Public Service 
Commission Thursday began a review of its policy 
allowing electric utilities to pass on increased fuel costs 
without formal PSC hearings. 
The review was requested by Indiana public counselor 
Frank J. Biddinger, and it began Thursday with a 
hearing. 
PSC chairman Larry J. Wallace said the PSC has 
received hundreds of letters from custom ers, objecting 
to the policy which allows the utilities to almost 
autom atically pass fuel increases on to residential and 
small commercial custom ers. 
Wallace said the PSC would review coal contracts to 
see how they are negotiated and how they read. It also 
will determ ine whether the utilities are buying fuel at 
the least expensive prices.

In the lesson 
today Paul 
em phasizes yet again that 
salvation is the gift of God and 
cannot be earned by man. But 
he also warns his hearers that 
this action by God in their behalf 
creates further responsibilities 
on their part to deal with each 
other in consideration and love. 
Paul’s letters to the Corin­ 
thians and 
Galatians 
might 
seem unnecessarily repetitious 
of a few doctrinal points such as 
salvation by tht act of God 
alone, but the reiterated em­ 
phasis is understandable when 
the background of the people he 
is writing to is taken into con­ 
sideration. 
Troubles of Converts 
All of these people were 
converts some from Judaism 
and some from pagan cults. 
Jews simply could not conceive 
of salvation apart from rigorous 
adherence to the Jewish law. 
Historically this was what held

them to the Lord; it was the 
very essence of the covenant 
which gave them their unique 
status as a 
chosen 
people. 
Pagan rites also had their own 
laws; it was assumed that the 
gods, if they loved at all— 
which was doubtful—loved only 
the people who practiced some 
holy ritual. 
Hence Paul’s message of God 
who loved mankind so much 
that he allowed his own son to 
die on a cross for them -even 
though they did not deserve 
such love—was very hard for 
former Jews and pagans to 
accept. P erhaps Paul was 
referring to the commonly held 
idea that the favor of the gods 
was earned when he said, “With 
us, therefore wordly standards 
have ceased to count.” The 
concept of salvation freely 
given by God out of love was a 
divine as opposed to a worldly 
idean. 
Paul makes it plain also that 
Christ died for all men, not only 
believers (2 Cor. 5:14-15). But 
this does not mean that all men 
automatically receive salvation 
because of this sacrifice; in­ 
dividuals must grasp the new 
opportunity through faith. And 


when they do, they enter a new 
world; “the old order has gone 
and a new order has already 
begun.” 
The Great Reconciliation 
The passage from the old 
world of sin to the new world 
with God is the ultim ate act of 
reconciliation between God and 
man. Paul strained at the limits 
of language to make this poin- 
as vivid as possible: 
Tn 
Christ’s name, we implore you 
be reconciled to 
Goo!—You 
have received the grace of God; 
do not let it go for nothing.” 
In 
the 
passage 
from 
Galatians, Paul is addressing 
himself to another 
kind of 
problem which arose in the 
early churches. In the absence 
of written scriptures and settled 
creeds, 
there 
w as 
no 
authoritative doctrine. 
As a 
resu lt, m em bers w ere con­ 
stantly appealing to personal 
inspiration and 
w ere 
con­ 
demning those who disagreed 
with them. Realizing the danger 
which this conduct posed for the 
church, Paul urged his followers 
to avoid arguments with op­ 
ponents. The revelation they 
had received should lead them 
toward gentleness and love, not 
hostility: “If a man is overtaken 
in any trespass, you who are 
spiritual shall restore him in a 
spirit of gentleness.” Paul goes 
on to warn his readers that all of 
them are still subject to human 
temptations. Among these is the 
gratification 
of 
winning 
arguments and “showing up” 
opponents. Paul knew that 
trying to make converts in this 
m anner was self defeating One 
should first examine the quality 
of his own spiritual Tife: “Let 
each one test his own word, and 
then his reason to boast will be 
in himself alone and not in his 
neighbors.” 
Testifying In Low Key 
Christians have sometimes 
encountered problems in trying 
simultaneously to put into effect 
P a u l’s adm onitions 
to 
the 
Corinthians and the Galatians. 
On one hand Christians must be 
“ambassadors for Christ” and 
must testify to the gospels 
forcefully 
and 
effectively, 
without 
fear of reprisal or 
persecution. But at the same 
time they should deal 
with 
dissidents and detractors “in a 
spirit of gentleness.” Appeals

Preaching, if not accompanied 
by a realization of one’s own 
limitations, can easily become 
conceit and bigotry. On the 
other 
hand, 
an 
excessive 
devotion to tolerance can lead a 
Christian to keep his ideas to 
himself and so never testify to 
the gospel. Perhaps the best 
solution is always to inquire 
whether any action taken ac 
cords with the law of love.

fasting, millions of Christians 
around 
the 
world 
began 
marking Lent—the 40 days of 
penance preceding Easter. 
Most 
Christians 
celebrate 
Ash 
W ednesday, 
a 
day 
when traditionally the palms 
from last Sunday are burned to 
ashes 
and placed 
on 
the 
foreheads of worshippers as a 
sign of penitence and sorrow. 
Traditionally, it is a time of 
fasting and abstinence, marked 
often by children “giving up” 
candy 
and adults 
quitting 
smoking or some similar denial 
of pleasure. 
Such p ractices, however, 
have 
fallen into disrepute 
among many churches because 
it is felt they stress only the 
negative aspects of the 40-day 
period. 
This year, however, with the 
emergence of world hunger as 
a 
primary 
concern 
of 
the 
churches, manv congregations 


are attempting to return to the 
tradition of fasting as means of 
focusing their attention on the 
world food crisis. 
In W ashington, D. C., for 
example, one congregation is 
marking Ash Wednesday with a 
simple meal of rice and tea as 
a way of showing their concern 
for the poor of the world. 
In Phoenix, Ariz., a group of 
Roman Catholics have revived 
the ancient use of the pretzel as 
a symbol for renewing the 
Lenten spirit of penance and 
prayer. 
According to Father Francis 
X. Weiser, S. J., the association 
of pretzels and Lent goes back 
some 
1,500 
years 
to 
the 
practices of the early Roman 
Christians. 
Those Christians, according 
to Weiser, were strict observers 
of 
Lent and 
ate 
no 
foods 
derived from animals, including 
meat, eggs, butter, milk and 
cheese. 
Unleavened bread, however, 
was highly recommended as 
food for Lenten consumption 
This Bird’s Business

and “it was for scraps of this 
simple flour and water dough 
that a devout baker rolled out a 
length 
of 
‘rope’ 
which 
he 
twisted to resemble two arms 
folded across 
the 
chest 
in 
prayer—the custom of the early 
Christians.” 
Lent is a time for Christians 
to examine their materialism, 
and in prayer and reflection to 
dwell on the impending death of 
Jesus. 
“It is Lent,” Father Athony 
Padovano writes in the current 
issue of the National Catholic 
Reporter, “ ...a time when we 
try to see our deceptions and 
the way through them. It is a 
season for the poor in spirit and 
for those who seek a place in 
the wounds of the world so that 
they may heal, rather than 
prominence in the councils and 
corporations of the modern age 
so that they may be satisfied.”

Bird & Sons Co. of Oakland is 
listed 
as 
a 
notary 
public 
service. It is now getting five 
more C130 airplanes from the 
Pentagon 
to 
Tarry 
on 
its 
business. Its business, at least 
in part, is in Cambodia. 
On Wednesday, in an old 
hotel, the notary public service 
was 
recru itin g 
American 
civilian pilots 
for 
the U.S. 
government’s airlift to besieged 
Phnom Penh. 
Bird & Sons was a comforta­ 
bly obscure firm until Tuesday 
when the Pentagon announced 
it was doubling the size of its 
four-month airlift to the Phnom 
Penh government —using the 
air freight services of “Bird Air 
of Oakland.” 
The Pentagon said Bird Air 
would receive five more Cl30s 
and boost its supply flights for 
the Cambodian capital to 20 a 
day with food, ammunition and 
medical 
supplies 
under 
a 
reported $3.3 million agreement 
with Bird Air. 
There is no 
Bird Air of 
Oakland. 
But on the third floor of the 
hotel, once an elegant land­ 
mark of the 1920s but now 
showing its age, there is Bird & 
Sons Co. 
Owner William Bird, it turns 
out, is not in the notary public 
business. He owns the hotel. He 
also owns Bird & Sons, whose 
business cards list it as an 
international contracting firm. 
Bird also owns Bird Air, a 
civilian air freight firm based 
wherever Bird is hanging his 
hat. That is now an Air Force 
Base in Thailand, from which 
Bird Air planes —turned over 
to him free by the Air Force 
are operating. 
Recently Bird told a news 
man that the Air Force is using 
Bird Air “to get around the 
congressional 
ban 
on 
U.S. 
military involvement.” 
Since October, Bird Air has 
been functioning as the surro 
gate Air Force supply arm to 
Cambodia on contract with the 
Pentagon. 
Bird

has

listed 
telephone number in Oakland. 
Bird Air has no address. Bird 
Air 
has 
no 
desk 
in 
the 
Leamington Hotel. 
“The home office is over­ 
seas,” said an employe. “We’re 


just a ‘service company’ for 
Bird’s properties. There is this 
building and a shopping center 
in Arizona and the air freight 
operation.” 
As for the sign in the lobby 
reading “Bird & Sons, Notary,” 
an employe said “That’s me, 
n n a notary.”

Increased pension benefits for 
about 29,000 public employes in 
Indiana were approved Wednes­ 
day by the Indiana House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
The committee approved 
without 
dissent 
a 
pair 
of 
companion 
bills 
almost 
as 
submitted by an interim study 
committee. The measures aim 
at making benefits received by 
members of the Public Em­ 
ployees Retirement Fund — 
PE R F — and the Teachers 
Retirement 
fund 
—TRF—as 
nearly alike as possible. 
The bills would apply a flat 
1.1 per cent of salary per year 
of service to all persons in both 
pensions, whether retired now 
or not, but without make-up 
paym ents. Already 
retired 
PERF employes already have 
that benefit under a 1969 law. 
The two bills are calculated 
to cost the state about $21.5 
million in the first biennium. 
Another change would be to 
have 
retirement benefits 
in 
both funds calculated on the 
best five salary years, whenev­ 
er they occurred. That is done 
now for TRF, but not PERF. 
Pensioners in either system 
would receive a cost of living 
increase after retirement up to 
a maximum of 3 per cent per 
year. 
Average benefits now 
re­ 
ceived are $117 monthly for 
public employes, $246 monthly 
for 
teachers, 
according 
to 
testimony before the commit­ 
tee. There are about $10,000 
retired public employes; 19,000 
retired teachers, the committee 
was told. 
The increases would average 
$40 per month for teachers. The
